1t0-Yokado Co., Japan's second- 
largest supermarket operator. and 
Jongtime Southland affiliaie 7- 
Eleven Japan, which hto-Yokado 
controls, would acquire 75 percent 
of Southland’s common stock un- 
der terms of the deal, Southland 
said. 

The Japanese companies would 
pay $400 million in cash. The deal 
is contingent upon the restructur 
ing of Southisnd’s $1.8 billion in 
debt and of its outstanding pre- 
ferred stock. 

Southland, plagued by disap- 
pointing sales and eamings growth, 
has been strained by debt associated 
with its $4.9 billion leveraged 
buyout in 1987, which gave the 
Thompson family of Dallas control 
of the chain, Under the proposed 
deal, the Thompson family would 
retain about 15 percent of the com- 


pany. 

Soutkland’s high-yield jusk 
bonds rose sharply on news of the 
debt-restructuniog proposal. al- 
though dealers said that bond hold- 
ers could reject the plan. After the 
announcement, Southland's 15.75 
percent senior subordinated notes 
of 1997 rose one point τὸ 29 bid.
